While the emperor took refuge in a 
church, the tribesmen said, his bodyguard 
fought off rebellious Galla natives. 

Later dispatches quoted the tribesmen 
as saying the emperor escaped to a grotto 
called Ciabat, northwest of Marawa. 

Spending a night in this cavern, the 
natives said, the King of Kings escaped 
the next day, his beardless features go- 
ing unrecognized generally. His present 
whereabouts were described as “un- 
known.” 

Some vengeful Galla tribesmen, at the 
same time, said they had killed Ethiopia's 
new war minister, Ras Ghetaccio, a few

WHY NOT HONEST RATES? 

The rental value of money in the open 
market moves up or down with the cost of liv- 
ing. When the price level is high, interest rates 
move downward. 

But this natural law is suspended when 
money is borrowed over a long term of years 
at a fixed rate of interest. The fixed interest 
rate operates like a fixed rate of wages over 
the same period; it is usually “robbing” one 
party or the other. For the reason that a fixed 
rate stipulates only that a certain quantity of 
money shall be paid as interest. It takes no 
account of the varying value of money. 

Thus during the last five or six years tax- 
payers have been sacrificing twice the amount 
of income it was intended they should hand 
over to the bond-holders, Had the price level 
gone up, instead of down, the bond-holders 
would have got only half the income they were 
intended to get. 

When a bond-issue is sold at a fixed rate of 
interest, nobody knows what the lender is going 
to get for the use of his money or what the tax- 
payers are going to have te pay. The number of 
dollars to be paid and received is known to a 
decimal place, but what the dollars will be 
worth to either party neither of them knows. 

Now that the province of Alberta has 
launched a general refunding scheme, and the 
Ministers are left free to refund at whatever 
rates they can get the money for, there is an 
opportunity to introduce into our financial deal- 
ings the altogether novel feature of an honest 
interest rate—one that would move up or down 
with the movement of prices. 

If that is done, the man who accepts or buys 
the new bonds will know beyond any doubt or 
guesswork what return value he is going to get, 
and the taxpayer will know to a certainity what 
the loan is going to cost him. Unless that is 
done, the bond-holder may find that over the 
next five years he is being given a smaller re- 
turn than he should get, just as the taxpayer 
over the last five years has been paying more 
than he should have been required to pay.

Bed-Wetting Largely 
Due To Habit 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

Many a discouraged mother writes to me 
about the child who wets the bed. Sometimes 
the lack of control of the bladder evacuation 
is persistent, occuring with great regularity 
night after night, or even several times in the 
same night; while sometimes it occurs only oc- 
casionally when the child is 
over-excited. 

In the majority of cases, 
wetting the bed or enuresis, 
is largely the result of habit. 
Usually the child is a heavy 
sleeper and is not awakened 
by the accident. Of course, 
there are other causes but it 
must be admitted that the 
most common cause is faulty 
training which allows the 
habit to start. 

Enuresis is said to exist in the child of three 
who manifests improper bladder control. It 
must be remembered that normal healthy chil- 
dren may fail to establish control in emptying 
the bladder until the age of two or even a little 
later. Therefore, it is not until the child reaches 
the third year and then demonstrates incon- 
tinence of the bladder, that enuresis may be said 
to have developed. 

When enuresis occurs, it is a good plan to 
have a test made of the liquid elimination from 
the kidneys. If the test shows the presence of 
white cells, then cystitis or bladder irritation 
should be suspected. Cystitis is one of the pos- 
sible causes of enuresis. Enuresis due to this 
cause is often accompanied by frequency and 
urgency, that is the child empties the bladder 
frequently and the desire is urgent. The urin- 
alysis will also show whether the liquid is con- 
centrated and acid, in which case the child should 
be given more water to drink, or whether it is 
of low specific gravity. When the specific grav- 
ity is low and the child voids a large quantity 
of fluid, it is likely that he is being given too 
much water to drink. In such cases, the young- 
ster should be allowed no water drinking after 
four in the afternoon, 

Each case of enuresis should be carefully 
considered on its own merits; for example, in 
some children, bed-wetting is mainly a behav- 
ior problem, arising from an unconscious desire 
on the part of the child to attract the attention 
of the parents. The child generally feels ne- 
glected and takes this way of getting revenge. 
Understanding and removal of the psychic cause 
is all that is needed to cause the complete dis- 
appearance of the bed-wetting, in such a case. 

In the average case, where faulty training 
has led to the establishment of this habit of wet- 
ting the bed, excellent results are secured by 
very simple means. The first thing to do is to 
restrict the water drinking after 4 in the after- 
noon. The second thing to do is to decide not 
to punish the child. Scolding him or nagging at 
him will do little good and will serve to make 
matters wor Instead of scolding him for his 
failures, praise him for his successes. When he 
keeps the bed dry during the night, call this to 
his attention in a reassuring way so that he will 
look for further improvement. The use of sug- 
gestion will very often work wonders. The sug- 
gestions to use are given in my article on EN- 
URESIS which I will be glad to send to any 
mother who desires it.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Mrs. Ada W. inquires: “I have 
been told I have an extrasystole. My doctor says 
not to worry about it. Do you think it is serious?” 

ANSWER: By the word systole is meant the 
period during which the heart contracts. By 
extrasystole is meant a premature contraction 
of an auricle or ventricle, or both, while the 
fundamental rhythm of the heart beat is main- 
tained. At the present time it has not been de- 
termined what causes these premature beats. 
Often the patient is entirely unaware of the ex- 
trasystole. However, when the extra beat oc- 
curs, it may be found that it is more likely to 
develop when the patient is nervous or menially 
upset. Occasionally the extra beats accompany 
paroxysmal tachycardia or rapid beating of the 
heart. Sometimes the extrasystole is associated 
with a heart disorder such as mitral stenosis. As 
a general rule, the extrasystole of itself requires 
no treatment unless it proves particularly 
troublesome to the patient. As long as the heart 
is otherwise normal, the extrasystole does not 
require attention. However, it is generally true 
that there is present in the body an area from 
which toxins are being discharged, which prove 
irritating to the heart, For exemple, the patient 
may have trouble with the teeth, sinus cavities, 
gall bladder, or in the intestinal tract. In fact, 
I consider that the absorption of poisons from 
the intestines is the main toxic cause inducing 
extrasystole. In such cases, when the intestine 
is returned to a normal functioning power, th« 
disturbance in the heart beat disappears. It is 
also advisable for the patient to avoid stimulat- 
ing beverages as coffee or tea. I find that in- 
digestion may affect the heart by reflex action 
and overcoming the digestive distress will ban- 
ish the extra heart beat. You have done the 
right thing in consulting your doctor and if he 
tells you not to worry you may rely upon his 
judgment.

GLOSSARY OF PHILATELIC 
TERMS. 
(Continued from No. 332 

Intermediate Die—A die made 
from the original die and used to 
produce the printing surface. Upon 
this, Intermediate alterations (e.g., 
ef denomination, etc.) may be 
effected 

Inverted Frame—Used on stamps 
on which the frame is inverted in 
relation to the rest of the design. 
Example: 1870 to 1899 issues of Den- 
mark 

Inverted Head (or centre)-—-As 
above but when the Head or central 
design is inverted in relation to the 
Frame. 

Issue—Term used to denote the 
quantity of stamps of a given de- 
sign or date sent out for public 
use 

Distinguished from “Remainders” 
of stamps printed, but not so issued. 

Ivory Head—A term used to ex- 
press the appearance of the effigy 
on the back of a stamp, the rest of 
the back being “blued.” Example: 
Great Britain 1d. and 2d. of 1841. 

Jubilee Issue—A term frequently 
but wrongly applied to series of 
stamps of Great Britain issued in 
1887. The term has since been used 
for commemorative issues of many 
countries, 

Jubilee Line—The colored line 
which surrounds the sheets or panes 


of the current stamps of Great 
Britain and many of the British 
Colonies is known by this name,

Margin, Wing—The extra unprint- 
ed margin sometimes left as part of 
a stamp by the perforating ma- 
chine, e.g. many British Victorian 
issues which often occur with wide 
margins either at left or right, 

Marginal Guide Marks — Marks

VICTORIA, BC. April 
Possibility of forecasting 
mate from the action of “sun- 
spots” was considered by Dr 
W. E. Harper, acting director 
of the Dominion Astrophysical 
observatory here, in an address 
before the Victoria centre of 
the Royal Astronomical Society 
of Canada 

Dr. Harper said the apparent 
effect of the sunspots, or vor- 
texes, was to change the amount 
of heat emitted by the sun, 
with a resulting change in the

The net result on the earth, 
he added, was to vary the 
amount of rainfall, which in 
turn varied the nature and 
quantity of vegetation Dr. 
Marper added it was claimed 
by Prof. De Lury, of Toronto, 
that sunspots have a relation- 
ship t drought areas, growth 
of grain and = grasshopper 
plagues.
